b. A peace officer, when the officer’s duties require the16

person to carry such weapons, or as provided in section 724.6.>17

employee of such a licensee, while the licensee or employee21

is engaged in the performance of duties, and if the licensee22

1. a. A person may be issued a permit to carry weapons when28

the person’s employment in a private investigation business29

or private security business licensed under chapter 80A, or a30

person’s employment as a peace officer, correctional officer,31

security guard, bank messenger or other person transporting32

property of a value requiring security, or in police work,33

reasonably justifies that person going armed.34

b. The permit shall be on a form prescribed and published35
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by the commissioner of public safety, shall identify the1

holder, and shall state the nature of the employment requiring2

the holder to go armed. A permit so issued, other than to3

a peace officer, shall authorize the person to whom it is4

issued to go armed anywhere in the state, only while engaged5

in the employment, and while going to and from the place of the6

employment.7

c. A permit issued to a certified peace officer shall8

authorize that peace officer to go armed anywhere in the state9

at all times, including on the grounds of a school.10

d. Permits shall expire twelve months after the date11

when issued except that permits issued to peace officers and12

correctional officers are valid through the officer’s period of13

employment unless otherwise canceled. When the employment is14

terminated, the holder of the permit shall surrender it to the15

issuing officer for cancellation.>16

If an applicant or permit holder3

appeals the decision by the sheriff or commissioner to deny4

an application for or suspend or revoke a permit to carry5

weapons or a permit to acquire pistols or revolvers, and it6

is later determined on appeal the applicant or permit holder7

is eligible to be issued or possess a permit to carry weapons8

or a permit to acquire pistols or revolvers, the applicant9

or permit holder shall be awarded court costs and reasonable10

attorney fees. If the decision of the sheriff or commissioner11

to deny an application for or suspend or revoke a permit to12

carry weapons or a permit to acquire pistols or revolvers is13

upheld on appeal, or the applicant or permit holder withdraws14

or dismisses the appeal, the political subdivision of the state15

representing the sheriff or the state department representing16

the commissioner shall be awarded court costs and reasonable17

attorney fees.>18

Reasonable force, including deadly force, may be used even if20

an alternative course of action is available if the alternative21

entails a risk to life or safety, or the life or safety of a22

third party, or requires one to abandon or retreat from one’s23

dwelling or place of business or employment.24

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destroy, alter, conceal, or disguise physical evidence relating1

to the person’s use of deadly force, and the person shall not2

intentionally intimidate witnesses into refusing to cooperate3

with any investigation relating to the use of such deadly force4

or induce another person to alter testimony about the use of5

such deadly force.>6
